ADAMS County, Judy Behney

Adams County had another interesting week of weather for May.
Monday morning started 48 degrees and cloudy and daytime
temperature into the 60's and sunny late afternoon with some
showers evening. Tuesday was 54 rainy morning and got to higher
50's with 0.25" rainfall. Wednesday mid 50's cloudy with light
showers. Thursday was heavy fog and 50 degrees with light
showers and got into high 60's. Friday was drizzly and cloudy.
Saturday started out sunny morning in the 50's but then rainy in
afternoon with another 0.25" and windy. Sunday was cooler only
and only in low 50's and windy. Today we had frost in some areas
of the county and 35 degrees and the sun is out. We are still a
little wet here and need some heat and sunshine for all crops. Corn
and soybeans that were planted earlier are now emerged. Not
much corn and soybeans planted last week due to wet conditions.
Haylage continued to be mowed and made for interesting picking
it up with the showers throughout the week. Wheat, barley and
oats are getting some height with wheat and barley now headed.
The producers are getting anxious to get their corn and soybeans
in the ground as the RMA final plant dates are approaching and
not a lot of corn in the ground yet. Fruit crops are doing ok for
now keeping producers busy spraying as they received the advice
of PSU Fruitlab folks. Still not known the damage that would
have occurred from cold weather earlier this spring. Vegetables
are being planted where field conditions permit. The producers
are putting in their time but would like to get some of their crops
in the ground to start the growing season.

ADAMS/FRANKLIN Counties, Thomas Kerr

Spotty showers and morning fog hindered hay making this week.
More corn now being planted when weather allows. Early corn is
coming up. Fruit is all past bloom now.

CENTER County, Dick A. Decker

Week of showers, achieving good planting conditions between
showers was difficult. Cool temperatures by week end. Total
rainfall in my gauge by week end was .8 inches.

DAUPHIN/PERRY Counties, Liz Bosak

A difficult week for field work. Frequent light rains kept
equipment out of fields for most of the week. Corn plantings
continue to emerge.
